S a n F r a n c i s c o , May 18;h.—The report is 
current tljftt the Chinese S team er Mee Feo, 
now d’is from Hongkong, will make no more 
voyages from China to this quarter of the 
globe. F. A. Bee, Chinese Consul in San 
Francisco, does not veri'y the report. 
He 
say» the Mee Foo has a full cargo of freight 
for this port, and 600 laborers for the Cana­ 
dian Pacific Railway. She will take back on 
her return a large cargo of flour. There is a 
disagreement between the Chinese merchants 
and the Occidental and Oriental and Pacific 
Mail Companies, which has resulted so far in 
very light shipments of freight on the steam­ 
ships of these lines. It appears that the Chi­ 
nese merchants who manage the shipping de­ 
mand from the companies from GO to 80 
cents a ton as a commission for furnishing 
the freight, which sum was not paid, because 
the steamship owners held it to be extortion­ 
ate. The ship Mee Foo, consequently, had 
more freight offered than she could carry. 
There was a large accumulation of freight at 
Hongkong, according to the latest advices. 
It seems now that Chinese immigration 
this se w n will be active, providing the op­ 
eration of the treaties doc; not ston it. There

ins Contracting for 
laborers to o!'!^ railways, etc. D. 0^4111» 
has an agent there, " M 
f9! b <**> men 
to work on the Canadian l a c w Railway. 
Another agent wants 1,500 lan^'ciS iv.r ral1* 
road grading in Mexico. The third ag». 
wishes for 3,000 men for plantations on the 
Hawaiian Islands. The Northern Pacific has 
no agent in China, but the company’s agent 
in San Francisco is picking up squads of men 
wherever he can, and shipping 200 or 300 
hands to Oregon every week. 
Of late there has been a remarkable activ­ 
ity in the shipment of cotton giaids from the 
United States to China. Trade has increased 
threefold. Consul Bee estimates that the 
Chinese traffic this year will exceed that of 
last year by more than $1,000,000. As China 
don’t want opium, and as England forces the 
article on the Chinese, the Imperial Govern­ 
ment has evidently determined to retaliate 
by giving to the United States her trade in 
cotton goods.

And were Disraeli alive now. and in health, 
there is good ground for believing that he 
could carry the country again.

back into power without being called upon 
to display much statecraft.

And if in spite of all these 
dangers he has resolved to maintain his 
autocracy anil to deprive bis people of 
representative institutions, the world will

surprised nor mu h grieved if 
some day his father’s fate overtakes him. 
Merc obstinacy is no match for the forces 
which are working against the Czar. 
It is 
only a question of time for him lo bob. aten 
by those forces. 
Aud if ho cannot or w ill 
not see this, he must bear tire penalty of 
iris obtuseness, which v. ill no doubt co.nc 
soon enough. 


ROBERTSON 
CONFIRMED 


The Senate yesterday confirmed the 
nomination of dudgo Kobertsou to the 
Collectors! ip of New York. 
Thus the 
first act of the Garfield-Coukling drains 
ends in the triumph of the former and the 
discomfiture of the U tter. 
Judge Robert­ 
son will find his new appointment rather 
inconvenient at this moment, and he will 
probably have ho ask Mr. M errftt to keep 
hia seat warm for him a week or two, until 
the Senatorial problem at Albany is solved. 
W hatever the result of that controversy, 
however, it may be considered as settled 
that Mr. Conkling's theory about cxeou- 
tive appointments has been condemned by 
the Senate, and that hereafter when the 
President sends an unexceptionable nomi­ 
nation in to that body, it w ill be consid­ 
ered on its merits, and w ill not bo shelved 
to suit the caprice of any single Senator. 
This is the most im portant result of the 
Robertson episode. 
It is iu (ff.-ct a doing 
away with that usurpation which has been 
so long concealed under the pretense of 
‘‘Senatorial courtesy." 
Hereafter there 
is reasonable ground for hoping that the 
constitutional [rowers of the Executive 
will not be denied him, aud that the Sen­ 
ate will confine itself to its own constitu­ 
tional functions.

It is said that Mr. Ccakling expresses 
himself a3 confident of re election to the 
Senate, but if this be so it is evident that 
either he or his friends are talking in a 
very imprudent way. For he can only base 
that confidence on the assumption that the 
Republicans iu tho Legislature will stand 
by liim ; yet at the very moment that he 
m?kes this calculation he is saying, or 
allowing it bo sai l for him, that he does 
not intend to go back to Washington a3 a 
member of the Republican party. 
Of 
course Mr. Conhling has a perfect right to 
leave the Republican party ; but assuredly 
‘he has no right to expect th at Republicans 
will elect him to the Senate on any other 
than a party basis. 
If Mr. Conkling in­ 
tends to feava the party he is taking a very 
singular way of notifying his intention, in 
asking a Republican Legislature to make 
him United States Senator. Nor is it pos­ 
sible to conceive how the Republicans in 
that Lcgislatnre can justify to themselves 
and their party the indorsement of a candi­ 
dato who openly declares that he will no 
longer go into the Republican caucus, but 
will hold aloof from the party altogether, 
and devote himself entirely to fighting its 
head. 
We understand th at at such a time as 
this all manner of wild and irresponsible 
statements are liable to obtaiu circulation, 
but we observo that the strange reports 
above referred to have all been put forward 
either as coming direct from Mr. Conkling, 
or from some of his most intimate friends. 
This neoessarily increases their singularity, 
and makes it obligatory to inquire whether 
ia fact Mr. Conkiing looks fcr re-election 
in the special character of a man who has 
left the Republican party. 
If he.does it 
will be in order for the constituents of the 
New York ‘Republican legislators to ask 
them under what authority they propose 
(if they do so propose) to vote for a candi­ 
date who confesses himself to be no longer 
a Republican. 
The situation, so far as 
both Mr. Conkling and the Legislature are 
concerned, is a difficult one, 
Even sup­ 
posing all the reports about his leaving the 
party are destitute of foundation, it is still 
difficult to understand w hat motive the 
Legislature can have for re-electing him. 
For whatever else may be obscure, it is 
perfectly clear th at if he goes back to 
Washington it will he to create discord in 
the Republican party, and it is equally 
plain that the Legislature cannot re-elect 
him without declaring war itself upon the 
Administration. 
W hy it should do this, or what it should 
expect from such a course, are questions 
which we cannot answer satisfactorily. 
If 
the Republican members are all “ machine” 
men, they of course must perceive that in 
adhering to Conkling they are sacrificing 
their 
political 
prospects. 
They 
must 
know that a Senator who sets out on a 
campaign against the Administration will 
necessarily be compelled to rely entirely up- 
oa bis own resources. That he will not only 
bs deprived of all the Federal patronage, 
hut that whatever influence is derived from 
that patronage will be given to his enemies 
in the party. 
Mr. Conkling’s re-election 
involves the transfer of the entire patron­ 
age of New York to the anti-maehinc Re­ 
publicans of th at State ; and every man of 
them is anti-Conkling. 
W hat the Legis­ 
lature has to expect from the programme 
he offers it, therefore, it is difficult to un­ 
derstand. 
Practically it is asked to go to 
war with the Administration, if it is not 
asked to elect as Senator a man who is no 
longer a Republican. 
. 
There are indications that the re-election 
may net after all be so simple aud easy a 
m atter as Mr. Conkling appears to have 
considered it. Judge Robertson is the Pres­ 
ident of the Senate, and naturally he is not 
anxious that his chirf enemy should be re­ 
elected, 
There is nothing in the sugges­ 
tion that the Legislature can legitimately 
refuse to elect United States Senators, but 
it is certain that if either chamber declines 
to go into caucus or convention, there is no 
power by which it can bn compelled to do 
so. 
The fact that the United States Sen- 
ato will adjourn in a day or two answers 
all onjections arising from the deprivation 
of representation, aud the theory that the 
people ought to pass upon the issue sub­ 
mitted by Mr. Conkling is very plausible. 
If we may judge from the figures alleged 
to have been given by Mr. Conkling him­ 
self, moreover, he would seem to have no 
very great preponderance of streugth in 
the Legislature. 
In fact it would not be 
difficult, even 
under ordinary circum­ 
stances, to change these proportions, and 
these circumstances are not ordinary. 
Mr. Conkling goes 
to a Republican 
Legislature, and says to it, in effect, “ 1 
“ want you to re-elect me to the Senate 
“ as a rebuke to the President, and in 
“ ordor that I may fight him the more 
“ effectually.” 
He says this if he is still a 
Republican. If he is n*t, he says, “ I have 
“ determined to abandon the Republican 
“ party, and to j >iu myself to thÍ3 new 
“ anti-monopoly movement, to tho end 
“ that I may be able to inf] ct damage 
“ npon the Republicans. 
And now I ask 
“ you to make me Senator on this propo- 
“ sition.” 
How can the Legislature do 
tifia, unless they too arc determined to 
leave the party 7 
How cau they assent to 
<ither of tiiese.programme4 without stu lti­ 
fying themselves in the grossest manner 7 
Wo confess that we are unable to perceive 
any other way out of the dilemma than 
tho postponement of the election, or the 
election of some new man in ‘tbo place of 
Mr. Conkling. 
S o party can afford to 
forge 
weapons for its avowed cniinics. 
No politician can afford to proclaim war 
upon the Administration of his own party. 
Mr. Conkling ha3 isolated himself by bis 
resignation, and his friends appear now to 
be laboring with all their might to make it 
impossible for the Legislature to re-elect 
him.

REV ISED 
TRANSLATION. 


E ds Reookd-U nion : In reference to the 
specimens of the revised translation of the 
Bible, pi ven in your columns yesterday, I 
would call attention to a few important con­ 
siderations : 1. The urccimcES from the Old 
Testament are useless, for the Old Testa­ 
ment is je t in the hands of the revisers, and 
wifl not he published for several years. No 
one has a iivnt to say, therefore, what chances 
have herrp agreed np;n. 2 The specimens 
from the New Te-stament were first published 
by the London Record a few months ago, 
without authority, and they are probably 
c rrect. 
But we should he cautious in nrak- 
inir positive statements in regard to them. 
3. There are a number of mistakes in the list 
Riven yesterday morning, so that iu several 
Ínstano s both the ordinary translation and 
the revision are made responsible for readings 
which must he laid to the printer or collator. 
These mistakes are rnvde evident by a com­ 
parison of the Greek text, although some me 
plain to a»y careful Kngliah reader. 4 Per­ 
sons who are unacquainted with the history 
of the ■ resent revision, cr that of the “ King 
Jam es” versior, would do well to remember 
that it is n uoh easier to expresa an adverse 
opinion than t> prove it. W ait until tho re­ 
vised translation is in y nr hands, ar.d you 
have studied it well. This is no hasty move­ 
ment, nor is it a concession to any “ spirit of 
the age;” but it was naturally to hi expeoed 
that after two hundred and seventy years t; e 
KngJ-h translation of tho Bible would r ted 
to Im reviser'. 
But we shall have the sau e 
Bible as before, ami the accuracy < f th» text, 
compared with other ancient books, wi ! in» 
wonderfully demonstrated.

He doe9 not mean this as an attem pt to morally 
co. rce the President by a threat to resign, at the 
same tim e having au understanding with Cornell 
that his resignation will not be accepted, and after 
his point is gained retake his scat upon a request 
to withdraw his resignation.

S a n F r a n c is c o , Muy 18th.— Your correspondent 
this afternoon had an interview with ex Senator 
Sargent on the question new agitating the public 
mind. 
Mr. Sargent premised by saving he had no 
opinions on public m atters th at he was not willing 
to have published, though they m ight not be in ac­ 
cordance w ith the current public opinion. 
The fol­ 
lowing colloquy then ensued: 
“ IVhat do you think of the difficulty between the 
President and Senator Conkling ? ’ 
“ 1 think th at the controversy was entirely u n ­ 
necessary ; that it threatens the safety of the party 
in New York. 
I am very sorry th at t h . only one to 
suffer by it could not be the one who started the 
quarrel.’’ 
44 Who do you think started it?" 
41 Why, certainly not the New York Senators. 
They did not remove M erritt in the midst of his 
term merely to make room for a serviceable poli­ 
tician. 
I do not think Mr. Garfield would have 
picked out Robertson for such a place, or thought 
it necessary to make any present change, had he not 
been prompted to it.” 
“ Then you think Blaine is the author of the 
trouble?’

THE REVISION OF THE BIBI.K. 
N e w Y o r k , May 18th.—A dispatch from 
Tjondon 
gives 
the 
main 
points of the 
Standard's review of the revised Testament. 
The writer of the article assert* that what­ 
ever scholars ii ay thiuk of ihe labors of the 
reviaora, the impression i reduced upon the 
public mird is one of disappointment and dis- 
s.aiisfactiou. 
It i- lie- pit to U- rccrttted that 
the re visors, ju-.ging from tie work j'i~t pub­ 
lished, have apparently forgotten the condi­ 
tions under which ths task was intrusted to 
them. It is obvious that a great many of 
the alterations adopted have been approved 
for reasons of mere literary criticism, which 
made us rather skeptical as to the infallibil­ 
ity or even the good taste of tire revisor?. 
They have nevertheless thought themselves 
justified in mending the English and improv­ 
ing the grammar of passages which have 
struck deep root in the hearts and memory of 
the English people. 
One word has been sub­ 
stituted for another at the whim of the New 
Testament Committee ; moods and tenses 
have been shifted about to satisfy some pe­ 
dantic scheme of a syntectical symmetry ; 
sentences treasured up in the popular mind, 
and enriched beyond description by pathetic 
associations of hundreds of years, have been 
tortured aDd crucified into precise grammati­ 
cal accord with the latest refinements of 
critical labor, upon a compari-on of the early 
manuscript 
texts, 
and thus 
has 
been 
robbed of 
all its ttue value. The sys­ 
tem 
upon which 
the revisers appear 
to 
have 
acted, 
in 
our 
judgment, is 
altogether erroneous and deplorable. 
The 
writer then points out the portion of the 
Scriptures known among the English-speak­ 
ing people. They have been known by them 
and 1 .ved by them for centuries, he says, 
and it is rash and reckless to shake this noble 
growth of centuries by attempting to har­ 
monize 
it 
with 
the 
correctness 
of 
self-opinionated scholarship, or regulated 
by 
the 
doubtful 
standard 
of 
taste 
accepted by 
a motley combination 
of 
theologians aud professors. 
Even the Lord’s 
Prayer, 
which 
every 
English-speaking 
child 
learns 
to 
lisp at 
its 
mother’s 
knee, has not been spared. 
St. 
Paul’s 
praise 
ot 
Uhrist, 
unequa'ed 
in 
its 
own kind for ringing rythmical eloquence in 
the old version, is mangled and made unre­ 
cognizable by the senseless substitution of 
the word “ love” lor i harity. The meaning 
is re ally obscured, rather than elucidated, by 
the chance, while the music of the sentence 
is irretrievably los*. Alterations of diction 
of the old version, involving no gain in sense, 
or scarcely perceptible, swarm in the revised 
edition, and 
in 
almo-t 
every 
instance 
it is impossible 
not 
to feel that 
the 
original 
transla'ions, 
however 
inferior 
to 
those 
of 
the 
prts-nt 
revisors in 
precise and exhaustive scholarship, textual 
or general, were infinitely their superiors in 
the rare and precious art of writing musical 
and masculine English prose. 
Had they 
purged the sacred text of errors which had 
crept iuto it, and placed where it was neces­ 
sary the variorum readings in the margins, 
they would have performed a useful and ac­ 
ceptable work, but in the i ff.Tt to attain dry 
and merely mechanical accuracy of expres­ 
sion they have so revised the noble-1 book in 
the English language as to deprive it of much 
of its beauty, and they have destroyed many 
of its historical stories. The Standard writer 
says : 
“ It remains now for the revi-ors to 
revise the text they have produced. 
If this 
new version is to be generally used and to 
fuperoedo the authorized version, many of 
ihe alterations that have been made must be 
discarded.”

strong in the attachment and unbounded 
love of a great people, can, with the enlight­ 
ened co-operation of the best sons of the 
fatherland, successfully remove the great evil 
from which Kuesia is suffering. 
The first 
task to be accomplished is the extirpation of 
the spirit of rebellion, which society muet 
counteract of its own initiation. Ih e perse­ 
cution of the .lews in Ukraine shows how 
c< mpletely the people yield to the influence 
of evil di-posed persoDs, and unsuspectingly 
serve their rebellious plane.

The peasantry may 
be sove that the Government will not only 
maintain all the rights accorded them, but 
will relieve the people aa much as possible of 
the burden of taxation, in order to improve 
their condition. 
At the same time the Gov­ 
ernment will take measures to establish a 
system for securing a participation of local 
forces in the execution of the Emperor’s 
plans.

P e a r so n L e v e e s.— Definite action 
haa been taken by th9 property owners within 
the Pearson Reclamation District, in the 
lower part of Sacramento county, by which 
it ia intended and determined to successfully 
reclaim all the iands of this district. To ac­ 
complish this the property owners within the 
distiict have unanimously entered into n 
written agreement t) pay a sum equal to §5 
per acre, or 6uch proportionate part thereof 
as may he required. They also give free 
right of way for the construction of levees 
wherever necessary, aud free use of lands 
now and for all time for such purpose and 
for maintaining the works. 
Tire work of 
reclamation is to be under the exclusive 
charge and control of three persons, to be 
styled the “ Pearson District Reclamation 
Trustees.” Thore now appointed under the 
compact are William Ashbunter, ,T. M. Ste­ 
phenson and O. R. Runyon. Arrangements 
are made for filling vacancies occurring at 
any time in the Board of Trustees, and also 
for removal of its members. Twt nty-five 
per cent, ot the amount for the work is to be 
paid within thirty days from the date of the 
agreement, and promissory notes for the 
other seventy-five percent, payable uponde- 
uiaud of the Trustees, are to be executed and 
delivered to the Board at the same time. 
These cotes are by the contract made a lien 
upon the lands of signers, and if not paid 
upon demand are to draw one per cent, per 
month interest thereafter until paid. The 
entire preliminaries under this arrangement 
are completed, and the plan has been duly 
executed and filed for record in the Record­ 
er’s office. 


B o a r d ok S u p e r v is o r s.—The Board met 
at the usual hour yesterday, Messrs. Bailey, 
Blair, Christy, Dremau and Wilson present. 
Upon petition of James Dexter, N. D. Fra­ 
zer and J. M. Upham, of Reclamation Dis­ 
trict 341, asking that the Board levy an 
assessment for repairs, and appoint Commis­ 
sioners for said district, Adam Beatty, A. 
G. Winn and John H. Cooper were appoint­ 
ed such Commissioners. 
The matter upon 
petition of Charles Hauf and others, in which 
it was asked that the office of Overseer in 
Road District No. 10 be declared vacant, and 
W. 0 . Davis appointed thereto, was consid­ 
ered at length before the Board. All parties 
were present. 
Mr. Crossett appeared for pe­ 
titioners and A. 1’. Catlin for Mr. Halen, 
present incumbent. 
Upon motion of Mr. 
Blair, it was decided that Road Overseers 
should be residents of the district for which 
appointed, Mr. Christy only voting in the 
negative. Upon a full hearing it wjb decided 
that Mr. Ilalen was not a resident of District 
Xo. 10. 
Mr. Haiea then tendered his resig­ 
nation, which was accepted, to take effect as 
soon as his successor is elected and qualified.

The C o n tin u atio n o f th e A rg u m en t oa 
C o n stitu tio n al P oints. 


In the Supreme Court yesterday, in the 
argument on the constitutionality of the 
Drainage Ac’, Judge Wallace concluded his 
argument, the points of which were outlined 
yesterday. It should have been stated in 
yesterday’s report that before the argument 
was entered upon.W. C. Belcher, one of the 
attorneys for the Drainage Directors, in ask­ 
ing the Ccurt to extend the time usually 
allowed counsel, stated that it was conceded 
by both sides, and was undisputed, that the 
case as made equarelv presented the question 
of the constitutionality of the Drainage Act, 
and that no other question would be dis­ 
cussed. 
W. II. Sears concluded the arguments in 
tho case yesterday, appearing against the 
Directors and clain.irg the Act to be uncon­ 
stitutional. These were the chief points he 
made: 
First—That the title of the Act does not 
express its subject, and the subject is not ex­ 
pressed in the title. 
It is an Act to promote 
drainage, but Section 2 limit* it to protection 
of cities and towns and lends from oveifl .w, 
to restrain the flow of debris, etc., and that is 
not to promote drainage. 
Second—It is a one-man-power law—the 
Governor appoints the Engineer, and they 
and fhe Surveyor name the district, and the 
Governor names tire Directors, aud has the 
power of removal. So the whole control is 
centered in the Governor. 
, . , . 
Third—It is a delegation ot a legislative 
power to the Board to form districts. 
Ihe 
Engineer recommends the boundaries of a 
district, and yet the Board may change them 
or reject the report. This is a delegation of 
legislative power. The report should be made 
to the Legislature. 
Fourth—It confers on the Board of Direc­ 
tors the right of eminent domain, and the 
power to condemn lands in or out of the dis­ 
trict f.,r reservoirs to store mining debris. 
Such storage is a special purpose, hence such 
power is unconstitutional. 
Fifth—The cost of the works is to lie paid 
out of the construction fund of the distiict, 
or out of the State construction fund. The 
Board audits its own accouuta, and the State 
Examiners are prohibited from 
auditing 
them. 
Sixth—The Directors levy the tax for the 
district, which is a delegation of legislative 
power. 
Seventh—There is no appropriation in the 
Act. The money is paid into the funds, but 
the Act does not provide for its appropria­ 
tion. 
Eighth—County Auditors and Assessors 
are to be paid extra for making the assess­ 
ment bocks. This increases their salaries, 
and is unconstitutional. 
Ninth—The Act is special, because limited 
to one kind of mining, as it applies to gravel 
mining, and not to other kinds of mining that 
deposit debris in the streams. 
Tenth—The Act levies a tax or assessment 
on miners f >r the use of water, aud not on 
the basis of the value of the property. 
It 
taxes hydraulic mines, and they thus pay 
three taxes, and it is therefore unconstitu­ 
tional, as it is special. It levies the tax on 
mines in or out of the district that deposit 
debris in the stream. 
It is not a license, for 
that is a payment for a privilege for carrying 
on a business. 
Eleventh—There is reference in the Act to 
surveys of swamp lands to be made, and that 
they be assessed within the district. But 
the money provided for in each cannot be 
used to reclaim swamp lands at all. The Di­ 
rectors are to assess the value of the reclama­ 
tion of swamp lands. I his makes the Board 
a Board of Assessors, and it lays an assess­ 
ment on the value of the reclamation and not 
on the value of the land, and hence the Act 
is unconstitutional. 
Twelfth—It provides 
that the tax on 
swamp lands may be paid in six equal pay­ 
ments. This is not general, and is therefore 
unconstitutional. Taxes to be paid in install­ 
ments must apply to ail the lands in the 
State. 
Thirteenth—Section 24 says there shall be 
levied each year by the same officers and in 
the same manner as are other taxeq etc. 
This does not make the levy ; it only says a 
levy shall be made. 
If it is to be at the same 
time and manner as other taxes are levied, it 
must be by the Legislature. 
Fourteenth—All money raised under the 
Act is to be used exclusively for impounding 
the debris from the mines specified by the 
erection of dams, and for the rectification 
of the streams in which the debris Hows. 
Now, the mines specified are the gravel 
mice?, and the rivers are those in which the 
gravel debris flows. So this confines the 
expenditure of all the money to impounding 
the debris from gravel mines, and these are 
a special class of mines, and to the rivers in 
which gravel debris flows. Now, there are 
60 or 70 rivers in the Siate, and not over a 
half dozen in which gravel debris fliws from 
hydraulic mines. Therefore the law is special 
in applying to a few and not all the rivers in 
the State. 
Fifteenth—It authorizes the State Treas­ 
urer to pay warrants, when there are no de­ 
mand funds, out of any other moneys not ap­ 
propriated. 
But there is no appropriation of 
any of the funds to pay the warrants. Ar­ 
ticle IV., Section 22, says no money shall be 
drawn from the treasury but in consequence 
of appropriations made by law. Article IV., 
Section 29 says the general appropriation 
bill shall contain no items but for salaries 
ar.d the expenses for the support of institu­ 
tions under the exclusive control of the State. 
Article IV ., Section 34, says no bill making cn 
appropriation, except the general appropria­ 
te m bill, shall contain more than one item, 
aud for one single and certain purpose, to be 
therein expressed. 
If the Drainage District 
is an institution under the exclusive control of 
the State the appropriation must be in the gen­ 
eral appropriation bill. If an appropriation is 
made in this Act, or a separate bill, then 
there mint be but one item, and that Ur a 
single and certain purpose. Now there i» no 
appropriation in the general or any other 
bill containing ore item for the single and 
certain purpose 
of promoting drainage ; 
therefore there is no appropriation at all to 
carry on the works (45 Cal., Stratton vs. 
Green). 
You cannot tax the people of the 
State to prevent a damage beir.g done by an 
individual to the lands of others or to a pub­ 
lic highway. Benefits promoted by State 
taxation are compensation to the taxpayer in 
return far his contribution to the State 
treasury. 
He who receives the benefits 
ought to sustain the burden. 
It is against 
the principles of Government to tax a 
people to allow an individual to inflict a 
a trnagn upon them. 
No man should be 
compelled to contribute to be mined by 
others when he has no interest with them. 
General taxation for such local and special 
p ¡rposes is manifestly unjust. 
The Court gave each p 'rty leave to file 
bri. fs, the people within ten days and the 
respondeuts within ten days thereafter.

It was undoubtedly 
a ca e of incendiarism after a robbery of the 
store, as a rear window furnished evidence of 
an entry having been made, and faucets to 
coal-oil ar.d liquor casks were left turned on 
. > as to aid the flames. 
Mr. Jeffrey ami 
family were asleep upstairs at the time, 
and came near beicg suffocated. 
The house 
belonged to the estate of the late John Mo- 
Isaac*. and upon which insurance of 31,000 
was held in the Commercial Company, < f 
which A. Iiconard is agent. The stock and 
fixtures, owned by Mr. Jeffrey, were insured 
for 31,000 in the London, Liverpool and 
Globe Company. W. P. Coleman, agent. 
There was also 3000 insurance upon the fur­ 
niture in the last named companies. The 
entire loss is estimated at 31,800 to 32,000. 


N a v ig a t io n or t h e M o k eliim n f..—Colonel 
Mendel], chief of the Governmental Engineer 
Corps upon this coast, and under whose di­ 
rection the Congressional appropriations for 
the improvement of the rivers of California 
are ex[>erded. hcs mads a cursory survey to 
a short distance above the mouth of the 
M ikelumne river, and has discovered that by 
the removal of a few Bnags at the mouth of 
that river boats of considerable tonnage will 
be able to navigate the stream for some dis­ 
tance up its course, thus giving water trans 
portation to quite a large and productive 
section of country. Colonel Mendell har had 
a boat constructed for u»e in improving the 
rivers, which in a few days will be rent to 
remove these obstruction*, wber, it is be­ 
lieved, th» navigation of the Mokelnmne will 
become a feat of easy accomplishment.

Miss Neilie Dunlap 
then 
read 
an 
essay 
entitled, 
“ The 
Shrines 
at which 
we 
Worship.” 
The 
young lady expressed the opinion that the 
constitution of cur nature is such that it 
must have some object upon which to con­ 
centrate the love veneration and highest 
aspirations of the soul. Each one has some 
ideal before which he lays the soul’s tribute. 
This ha* led some to abject slavery. 
Ambi­ 
tion to excel in bodi’v strength is with some 
a ruling passion, and at times engaged na­ 
tions. She asked if perfect physical strength 
and agility is not an ennobling quality? May 
not the devotee of nature well worship at 
the shrine of beauty, and has not art paid its 
highest tribute to it ? Does it not oft wield 
a greater influence thp.n gold or imperial 
sway ? A t present she thought the shrine of 
wealth has the greatest number of votaries, 
and it is due to it to say that it has been the 
means to some of the grandest developments 
of science, art and discovery. She consid­ 
ered the shrineB of noble parentage, the al­ 
lurements of royal power, of the vocation of 
arms, etc.. and the effect cf these upon 
the cause of civilization. The panorama of 
the ages discloses, she though*’, no more de­ 
voted and earnest worshipers than the de­ 
votees at the shrine of virtue. The higher 
moral qualities have in all ages led men to 
yield them reverence. All peoples, whatever 
their conditions, have somesystem of ethics by 
which to gauge th--ir conduct. Some instinct 
coeval with our birth warns us i f a future ex­ 
istence, and implants a longing for the life to 
come. It is right therefore to reverence the 
divine qualities which allies us to God in the 
perceptions and love of the good and true. 
Only the 
pure 
and 
lofty principlts of 
heaven, inspired with 
truth or absolute 
[lerfection in the object of devotioD, can sat­ 
isfy the measureless depths of the soul’s de­ 
sire*. 
After music by the orchestra. Miss 
Belle Knox read an essay entitled “ Beyond 
the Alps Lies Italy.” She believed that it is 
a general and a true rule that reward follows 
labor, and that it is not disproved by excep­ 
tions that may be traced to adequate causes. 
Some reap not for lack of patience, or because 
of misconception of ability, and others find 
the noblest talents of no avail for lack of op­ 
portunity to afford them scope. 
Moral and 
iutellectual rewards especially follow labor. 
One may be great by chance, but not wise 
and good without painstaking. Sterile soil 
may 
be made fruitful 
by 
persevering 
industry. The contrast of geniro aDd me­ 
diocrity is not infrequent, yet the former 
often sinks, wi ile the latter, by plodding in­ 
dustry, often works slowly upward. 
Genius 
must be allied to labor to attain great re­ 
sults. So in art, science and the world of 
literature success is the result of earnest 
effort. 
Men may suddenly appear among 
the prominent and the world not know what 
patient application brought them finally to 
the surface. Such are not content to con­ 
tinue as they begin. These were the central 
thoughts of the essay, which were elaborated 
at length. Music by the orchestra was fol­ 
lowed by an essay by Miss Clara Winters, 
her subject being “ A Little Farther On.” 
She believed the desire for happiness to be 
Heaven-born. 
Mediocrity is common ; ex­ 
cellence rare. She considered the ambitions 
which actuate men, the desire for fame in 
science, in ruling, in the attainment and ex­ 
ercise of power, in political contests, in selfish 
and uuselfih causes, etc. The highest am­ 
bition is that which actuates cne to excel all 
others in doing good. 
She considered the 
length to which inordinate ambition will lead 
one, and also the spur of activity it proves to 
the wise and good. 
lu brief, she compared 
human ambition to the archer’s how, which, 
bent to its proper tension, sends the arrow 
with directness and certainty; but over­ 
drawn, 
called 
to 
bear 
too 
great 
a 
strain, breaks, and utterly fails to move 
the 
shaft in accordance wilh the aim. 
A 
little 
farther on ” to the heedless 
and 
over-ambitious 
is 
a 
dangerous 
motto, tu t those whose ambition is open aud 
honest, and within reason, it isa helper, and 
promotes that vigor of effort which is so de­ 
sirable. Miss Knox then played a piano solo 
with ease and good taste. 
“ Souvenir des 
Capultti,” by Rofellan. 
Miss Nettie M. 
Winters then real the valedictory “ Our 
Class.” It wts a brief, neat and most hap­ 
pily framed farewell. 
It treated of the hopes 
ar.d desires of the class, of their personal 
tastes 
as to vocations in 
life, 
and of 
what 
they had 
studied 
and 
attained. 
It was modest, in recognizing that their edu­ 
cation was by uo means complete, and was 
characterized by pardonable pride in the suc­ 
cess attained in the finished scholastic course. 
With a few words of grateful acknowledg­ 
ment to the faculty and brief words of fare 
well to the schoolmates of the graduates, the 
young lady concluded a graceful valedictory. 
After another selection by the orchestra, 
Professor T. N. Well of the faculty ad­ 
dressed the class, giving the young ladies 
sound advice as to continuing the habit of 
study, and as to resolves to do and be some­ 
thing in the world, which he said was open to 
them. In no age had woman such advant­ 
ages ; the field of activity for her is broad. 
Neatly all the professions are open to her. and 
her opportunitif s for usefulness are maeifold. 
Mrs. Herrnon Perry, Principal ot the Sem­ 
inary, then delivered to Misses Belle M. 
Knox. C lara Winters, Nellie Dunlap and 
Nettie M. Winters their diplomas. 
E. W. 
Mariin theu made a brief address to the class. 
He dwelt upon the necessity for cultivating 
the imagination, especially in women. 
He 
thought the great question with graduates 
always is, “ W hat shall we he in the world?” 
He thought the field for women a very lim­ 
ited one. 
She cannot enter upon mechanics, 
and the structure of her mind does not lit her 
to shine in the f >rurn. 
Ho wts not’disponed

In Spain, it is true, the 
peasant lives and flourishes on wheat meal 
bread and garlic, but the British working 
mar, would be very loth to go without the 
roast beef of old Kngland.

bread should not be substituted for ordi­ 
nary white bread. 
By its nutritive (juali- 
ties men would need less quantities of 
other victuals, and thus an appreciable 
saving of money would be the result, while 
(in growing children especially) the bones, 
sinews and muscles would be strength­ 
ened, and thick coats of pure enamel 
would preserve the teeth from decay.
